No more Baltimores 

In a recent NBC/Wall 
Street Journal poll, 96 
percent of Americans 
believe there will be 
more racially charged 
unrest this summer. How 
can this happen in the 
land of the free? Unfor- 
tunately, for too many, life in America is far 
from free. Conversely, it’s quite expensive, 
especially if you do not have the skills to 
earn the money necessary to have even a 
modest quality of life. 

Are the police the problem? Emphatical- 
ly, I say no. Police officers have possibly 
the most challenging job in America, and I 
thank them for serving every chance I get. 
We ask them daily to confront the chal- 
lenges that all of us want done but virtually 
none of us want to do. Of course, there are a 
few, as in any profession, who do their jobs 
in less than a professional manner. 

We all know what would happen if we 
took the police out of poor neighborhoods. 
Crime would run rampant and, as a result, 
the primary victims would be law-abiding 
folks in those communities. Businesses all 
over America would abandon those neigh- 
borhoods, making the unemployment 
numbers for low- income folks even worse.

Guinta's in hot water 

It’s been a rough week for 1st 
Distriet Congressman Frank Quin- 
ta. The former Manehester mayor 
has been in damage eontrol mode 
after news of the Federal Elee- 
tion Commission’s May 13 ruling 
that he reeeived an illegal dona- 
tion of $355,000 from his parents. 
The eonelusion of a five-year inves- 
tigation that began during his first 
bid for Congress requires Quin- 
ta to return the money and pay an 
additional fine of $15,000, NHPR 
reported. And Republiean U.S. Sen- 
ator Kelly Ay otte said she found the 
FEC ruling “troubling” and ealled 
on Quinta to give a full aeeounting 
to the publie. Quinta has long held 
that the money was his, and still 
does, aeeording to the Union Lead- 
er. His reasoning is that his parents 
were holding his money in trust 
after he deposited about $100,000 
into their aeeount over the past sev- 
eral deeades, after whieh time he 
elaims it grew with interest to about 
$400,000, the UL reported follow- 
ing a May 15 sit-down with the 
eongressman. The doeuments pro- 
vided by Quinta were ineomplete, 
and eleetion law experts say the 
main issue is that his name is not 
on his parents’ aeeount — mak- 
ing any of the money sitting there 
belong solely to his parents in the 
eyes of the law. Quinta told report- 
ers he thinks he did nothing wrong 
but agreed to the settlement to put 
the matter to rest. The day before 
the meeting, UL’s publisher Joe 
MeQuaid published the eurt sen- 
tenee: “Frank Quinta is a damned 
liar” as the day’s editorial. And in 
a subsequent editorial on May 17, 
the paper ealled for Quinta to step 
down. It also ealled him out for 
elaiming the matter was already put 
to rest in an ad during the last eam- 
paign where he said his opponent, 
Carol Shea-Porter, made inaeeurate 
elaims that he was still under inves- 
tigation — whieh he was. State Sen. 
Jeb Bradley told the UL Quinta is 
on a “lonely island” and probably 
should resign. The Eagle Tribune 
also ealled for the eongressman to 
leave offiee. Hours after the ealls 
for his departure. Quinta released 
“A Note and Apology from Frank 
Quinta” where he doubled down 
on his elaims, saying, “doeuments 
prove the funds were mine.” 

By May 18, prominent New 
Hampshire Republieans like U.S. 
Senator Kelly Ayotte, Speaker of 


the House Shawn Jasper, and Sen- 
ate President Chuek Morse have 
begun ealling on Quinta to resign. 

Buffer zone repeal 

The state Senate voted to table a 
House-passed bill that would repeal 
the new law that would allow abor- 
tion elinies to ereate up to a 25-foot 
buffer zone where demonstrators 
are not allowed to stand. The vote 
to table followed a 12-12 tie vote on 
passing the bill. All Senate Demo- 
erats voted against the bill and were 
joined by two Republieans: Naney 
Stiles of Hampton and Jerry Little 
of Weare. Demoeratie Senator Don- 
na Souey applauded the vote and 
said the law is “narrowly tailored” 
and proteets elients of abortion 
elinies. Opponents say it uneon- 
stitutionally restriets free speeeh 
on publie sidewalks. A similar law 
in Massaehusetts, whieh provid- 
ed for a 3 5 -foot buffer zone, was 
stmek down by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. The New Hampshire law has 
not been in foree sinee Qov. Mag- 
gie Hassan signed it last year, due 
largely to the legal questions that 
surround the law. 

Voter registration 

The state’s highest eourt has 
upheld a lower eourt mling that 
stmek down a 2012 law linking 
driver’s lieenses to voting. The 
AP reported the New Hampshire 
Supreme Court eame to its unan- 
imous deeision beeause the law’s 
eonfiising language ereates an 
“unreasonable” burden upon the 
right to vote. Those against the law 
argue it disenfranehises out-of-state 
eollege students, aetive military 
members, med students in residen- 
ey and others. The ehallenged law 
was passed by a QOP-eontrolled 
legislature after overturning a veto 
by then-Qovemor John Lyneh. 

Survivor benefits 

A bipartisan bill introdueed in the 
U.S. Senate by New Hampshire’s 
own Senators Jeanne Shaheen and 
Kelly Ayotte that would elarify a 
state and federal tax exemption on 
publie safety offieers’ survivor ben- 
efits has passed the Senate. Federal 
survivor benefits are already exempt 
fi*om taxation but the AP reported 
New Hampshire’s law enforeement 
personnel were eoneemed the 
vague language in the law would 
still allow for state-level taxing. The

Pumpkins in Claremont 

City eouneilors in Claremont 
voted unanimously to allow a new 
event ealled the New England 
Pumpkin Festival to be held down- 
town on Oet. 17, the Union Leader 
reported. Next, the organizers of the 
event, Claremont Citizens Qroup, 
must aequire the neeessary permits. 
They will also begin fundraising 
to pay for eity serviees and other 
expenses. The eity required those 
serviees be paid for in advanee and 
asked organizers to eome up with a 
eaneellation date if they ean’t raise 
enough money. Organizers are dis- 
tributing pumpkin seeds to eity 
sehool ehildren to be planted by 
the end of May. While Let It Shine, 
the group that organized the Keene 
Pumpkin Festival, is working with 
Laeonia to host its main event Oet. 
24, it is also helping Claremont. 

Primary update 

Demoeratie fi*ontmnner Hillary 
Clinton is visiting the state for the 
first time sinee April. NHPR report- 
ed her visit will take plaee on May 
22, the same day Republiean for- 
mer Florida Qovemor Jeb Bush 
will wrap up his latest two-day vis- 
it to New Hampshire. The details 
of the former Seeretary of State’s 
visit are still undiselosed. Mean- 
while, Republiean eandidate Ben 
Carson, a retired neurosurgeon, vis- 
ited May 18 to speak to the House 
Republiean Majority Caueus, the 
eonservative faetion led by Rep. 
Bill O’Brien. That same day. New 
Jersey Qovemor Chris Christie 


gave a speeeh about foreign poliey 
in Portsmouth’s Preseott Park. 

Book content 

The state Senate passed a House 
bill that would require sehools to 
provide a two-week notiee to par- 
ents before using materials in the 
elassroom that are sexual in nature. 
The Republiean-led effort passed on 
a party-line vote, but an amendment 
strips language from the House ver- 


sion that allowed for reprimand of 
teaehers who don’t give notiee, 
WMUR reported. The bill follows 
a eontroversial reading assignment 
at Qilford High Sehool, in whieh 
a teen rape seene is detailed in the 
novel Nineteen Minutes by New 
Hampshire author Jodi Pieoult. 
Opponents to the bill elaim it over- 
reaehes and that elassies like Romeo 
and Juliet will require a two-week 
notiee. A

MICRO BUSINESSES 

The New Hampshire Community Develop- 
ment Finance Authority has approved grants 
totalling $750,000 to help micro businesses 
get the technical assistance they need to start 
or grow their business, NHPR reported. The 
money will be distributed to seven economic 
development organizations.

Execution methods 

Without a change in law, Addison might be hanged

Michael Addison, the sole man on death 
row in the state after being eonvieted of the 
2006 lethal shooting of Manehester poliee 
ofifieer Miehael Briggs, is one step eloser to 
being exeeuted. The New Hampshire Supreme 
Court mled to uphold his sentenee last month, 
eoneluding it was neither exeessive nor dispro- 
portionate, as his defense argued. 

But a national shortage in the drugs 
required for lethal injeetion may mean the 
state will have to turn to an alternative meth- 
od of exeeution. Sueh an alternative is already 
written in state law, aeeording to Senior Assis- 
tant Attorney General Jeffrey Strelzin. 

“The statute does provide for [hanging] as 
an alternative,” Strelzin said. 

Using this method on Addison may be a 
growing likelihood as the ehemieal short- 
age eontinues and efforts to repeal the state’s 
eapital punishment statute gain more ground, 
exeluding the possibility of the law’s expan- 
sion for using other methods. 

The chemical shortage 

Current New Hampshire law states “The 
punishment of death shall be inflieted by 
eontinuous, intravenous administration of a 
lethal quantity of ultrashort-aeting barbitu- 
rate in eombination with a ehemieal paralytie 
agent until death is pronouneed...” but the 
preferred, short-aeting barbiturates — either 
sodium thiopental or pentobarbital — are 
nearly impossible for states to get these days. 

The reason? Sinee 2011, major pharma- 
eeutieal manufaeturers in Europe and smaller 
produeers around the globe have stopped sell- 
ing them to governments that use the dmgs 
as part of the deadly eoektail used for exeeu- 
tions, mostly beeause eompanies have joined 
or felt pressured by an aetivist movement 
seeking to abolish the death penalty. 

In response to the shortage, a number of 
states have begun experimenting with other 
dmgs sueh as midazolam. For New Hamp-

shire to be able to use sueh a dmg, the law 
would need to ehange first, sinee midazolam 
is not a barbiturate. It’s in the benzodiazepine 
elass of dmgs. 

And a law ehange in the state may be moot 
as the U.S. Supreme Court may soon mle 
to outlaw its use. The same week the state’s 
highest eourt reaehed a deeision on Addi- 
son’s ease the nation’s highest eourt heard 
arguments in the Glossip v. Gross ease that 
suggested using midazolam eonstitutes “emel 
unusual punishment.” 

This follows a number of reeent exeeutions 
involving the dmg in states like Oklahoma, 
Ohio and Arizona that have made headlines 
when inmates were seen eonseious, eom- 
plaining, writhing and gasping for air. An 
exeeution in Arizona last summer lasted for 
nearly two hours. 

Many states have put their pending exeeu- 
tions on hold while they await the Supreme 
Court’s deeision. Last month, Oklahoma’s 
legislature took the step of legalizing the use 
of nitrogen gas as a sedative during lethal 
injeetion, an untested method. 

And earlier this month, the Assoeiated Press 
reported a Chieago area dmgmaker, Akom, 
sent letters to at least 13 states in Mareh 
requesting dmgs produeed by the eompany 

— namely midazolam and hydromorphone 

— be returned. In the letter, Akom said it 
strongly objeets to the dmgs being used to 
earry out eapital punishment. 

In the meantime, Jeff Lyons at the New 


Hampshire Department of Correetions said 
the department doesn’t have the logistieal 
resourees in plaee or even a guiding poliey 
set up to earry out an exeeution. 

“We don’t have any of the ehemieals in 
stoek,” Lyons said. “We don’t even have ven- 
dors for the ehemieals.” 

If the time eomes for the state to end Addi- 
son’s life and no solution to the ehemieal 
shortage has been found, the New Hampshire 
eommissioner of eorreetions ean ehoose to 
hang him if the eommissioner “finds it to be 
impraetieal to earry out the punishment of 
death by administration of the required lethal 
substanee or substanees,” aeeording to the law. 

A history of hanging 

The last man exeeuted in New Hampshire, 
Howard Long, was a pedophile shop owner 
from Alton who sexually assaulted and killed 
a 10-year-old boy in 1939. He was dropped 
through a trapdoor in an area of the Coneord 
state prison that is now used as a eommissary. 
Long was deelared dead seven minutes later. 

In those days, the prison had a death row 
with four eells. Lyons said it’s sinee been 
eonverted into the Family Conneetion Center, 
where inmates learn parenting skills. 

Even 75 years ago, eapital punishment was 
rare in New Hampshire. Long had been one 
of just three men exeeuted in the 20th eentury, 
and it had been more than two deeades sinee 
the last exeeution. 

Lethal injeetion beeame popular in the late 
1970s and is widely believed to be a more 
humane means of killing. 

But with the shortage of ehemieals, states 
are turning baek the eloek by allowing more 
old-fashioned methods. Last year, Tennes- 
see approved the eleetrie ehair as a baekup, 
and in Mareh, Utah legalized death by firing 
squad if lethal ehemieals are unavailable. It 
had banned it 1 1 years ago. 

Aeeording to the Death Penalty Informa- 
tion Center, hanging and firing squads have 
been the rarest forms of exeeution in the 
U.S. Sinee 1976, there were three hangings 


and three deaths by firing squad in the whole 
eountry. During that time, there were 1,232 
uses of lethal injeetion. New Hampshire is 
one of only three states, ineluding Delaware 
and Washington, that still allows hanging. 

UNH law professor Buzz Scherr said hang- 
ing is unpopular but has historieally been the 
most eommon method in the state. 

“That was the method of exeeution in New 
Hampshire for a long time,” Seherr said. 

Lyons said all of the last 12 exeeutions that 
took plaee at the Coneord prison sinee 1869 
were hangings. Seherr said if the state eonsid- 
ers hanging Addison, it may fuel an already 
growing anti-death penalty sentiment. 

“People who are on the fenee about the 
death penalty say, ‘Yeah, we should have it 
in eertain eases’ — when they hear it’s death 
by hanging, I don’t think it helps them be sup- 
portive of the death penalty,” Seherr said. 

The road to repeal 

Capital punishment is at a turning point 
in the state. The Death Penalty Information 
Center reports nationwide exeeutions are at 
a 20-year low. All other New England states 
have already abolished the death penalty. 

In New Hampshire, the movement to 
abolish the death penalty has come close to 
succeeding. Where previous governors vetoed 
bills to ban capital punishment, Maggie Has- 
san is openly in favor of repealing the law. 

Last year, a repeal bill passed the House 
but died in the Senate by one vote. That bill 
would have prevented only future exeeutions, 
exeluding Miehael Addison. 

A similar bill eould return in the next ses- 
sion. If it’s signed into law, Seherr said, the 
state will be in an awkward position. 

“It’s gonna be a little odd for the state of 
New Hampshire to exeeute somebody when 
the statute has been repealed, even though, 
teehnieally, it will be legal...,” Seherr said. 

Seherr said it will likely be more than 
another five years before an exeeution takes 
plaee as Addison’s defense eontinues to 
appeal. A 


Centralizing sheiters 

As lawmakers threaten cuts, homeless shelters build new statewide program

A new standardized assessment form that 
every shelter in New Hampshire will use 
before admitting new individuals is meant 
to prioritize the eandidates with the greatest 
needs and keep more people from beeoming 
homeless by direeting them to other servie- 


es. But some shelters aren't happy with the 
ehange and say the program is an unfund- 
ed mandate by U.S. Housing and Urban 
Development. Shelters are getting fewer dol- 
lars from the federal government, and the 
New Hampshire House passed a budget that 
would eut $4 million over the next biennium 
from the emergeney shelter program at the 
Department of Health and Human Serviees. 


More diversion 

New Hampshire Bureau of Homeless and 
Housing Serviees administrator Maureen 
Ryan said euts that deep would affeet all the 
homeless serviees. 

“We're eoneemed about what that will 
mean for the serviee system,” Ryan said. 

New Hampshire has 34 ageneies running 
42 shelters. Aeeording to DHHS, those shel- 


ters served a total of 4,760 people in the last 
fiseal year. That number ineludes 855 ehil- 
dren, 890 physieally disabled people, 1,006 
vietims of domestie violenee and 1,300 peo- 
ple with mental illness. But there's another 
number that offieials are working on, and 
they want to see it grow — 5,016 people 
were diverted from shelters by Homeless 
Prevention Intervention programs that 
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found either alternative housing, rent assis- 
tanee or some other serviee that prevented 
the person from beeoming homeless. 

If the $4 million reduetion stays in the 
state budget, homeless intervention would 
be the first program to get eut, aeeording to 
Ryan. 

“The first priority is emergeney shelters,” 
Ryan said. 

But in reeent years, there's been an 
inereased interest in diversion efforts that 
involve sereening people requesting a shel- 
ter bed and trying to find a way to keep them 
from beeoming homeless wherever possi- 
ble. The roots of this ean be traeed to the 
2009 HEARTH Aet, whieh eonsolidated 
hub's grant programs and inereased pre- 
vention resourees, among other things. 

More recently, the last round of HUD fund- 
ing to New Hampshire's Continuum of Care 
network came with a string attached. The 
shelters have to start using a standard form for 
the screening process and the state committed 
to have that new system, called Coordinated 
Entry, up and miming by July 1 . 

“What we’re trying to do is ensure that 
these limited resourc- 
es are available to 
people with the most 
need,” Ryan said. 

“We expect it will 
be a work in prog- 
ress. We don’t think 
we’re gonna have the 
whole state up and 
miming perfectly by 
July 1.” 

Eorrie Dale, the 
executive director of 
Concord's McKen- 
na House, thinks the 
added screening pro- 
cess wouldn't do much to reduce the number 
of people she serves. 

“You can't give anybody a food card that 
would have prevented them from com- 
ing into our shelter. You couldn't have 
given them a gas card that would've pre- 
vented them getting into the shelter,” Dale 
said. “There's really no [opportunity for] 
diversion.” 

While this will be new for most of the 
state, some places like the seacoast have 
been doing something similar for the more 
than a year. 

Martha Stone, the executive director of 
Cross Roads House in Portsmouth, said a 
single point person takes the calls for all 
the homeless people in the region looking 
for a bed. He collects basic data for HUD 
and then assesses the callers to see if there 
are opportunities for diverting them to other 
services instead. 

“Without that assessment, we were pret- 
ty much taking people into shelters on a first 
come, first served basis if we had the space,” 
Stone said. “Now we're able to much bet- 
ter assess people's needs and prioritize those 


who are most vulnerable every single day. 

Unfunded mandate 

That point person who takes the phone 
calls in the seacoast is Erik Swanson at 
Strafford County's Community Action 
Program. His position and much of the 
planning that went into the system there 
were aided by about $200,000 in funds 
that have been coming from United Way 
of the Greater Seacoast since 2009. Of 
that. United Way committed to give about 
$30,000 to $35,000 annually to help pay 
for Swanson's position for the first two 
years, according to Eauren Wool at Unit- 
ed Way. 

But it's what happens after that money 
runs out that has folks like Kevin Kintner at 
New Horizons in Manchester worried. 

“The added layer of bureaucracy can 
be something that can be onerous and 
looks onerous from the outset,” said 
Kintner. 

He fears Coordinated Entry will require 
organizations to hire new people to do the 
work, which he said is what happened when 
HUD started requir- 
ing data collection 
years ago. 

“We were one of 
the last holdouts on 
that,” Kintner said. 
“We finally started 
paying someone part 
time to do the [HUD 
database]. ... Getting 
the data is very good 
but there's less and 
less money coming 
from the feds.” 

Eorrie Dale at 
McKenna House 

agrees. 

“It's mandated by the federal government 
with no money attached to it,” said Dale. 
“We get lost in the paperwork sometimes. 
We would all rather be doing direct services 
than filling out the paperwork. ...” 

Part of the challenge for Ryan at BHHS 
has been dispelling some of the myths about 
Coordinated Entry. Some fear, for example, 
there will be a 17-page questionnaire with 
a point system ranking homeless people, 
but Ryan said the form will likely be three 
or four pages long, and there won't be any 
point system. 

“The outcomes show, across the board, 
that this kind of coordinated access ser- 
vice is ... better for our clients,” Ryan 
said. “It's ultimately going to be better for 
our providers because they'll be getting 
the right people at the right time in their 
programs.” 

And while she agrees Coordinated Entry 
is an unfunded mandate, Ryan said individ- 
ual organizations now have new ways to 
apply for direct HUD grants that they didn't 
have access to before.

Juggling the homeless 

Martha Stone said the program in the sea- 
eoast not only diverts more folks away from 
shelters, it also eonneets the handful of shel- 
ters in the seaeoast to a more eentralized 
system. Still, Stone said, it wasn’t always 
smooth sailing when they were rolling out 
the program. 

“There were a lot of people who had a 
very diffieult time thinking, ‘Wait a min- 
ute, I ean’t eall you up direetly and say do 
you have a bed and ean I send this person 
over?'” Stone said. “It was a big shift for a 
lot of different people.” 

Shelters in Coneord and Manehester 
were seeing more people arriving from the 
seaeoast when beds there were unavailable. 

“We [at New Horizons] had eoneems 
about this right from the beginning,” Kint- 
ner said. “The eoordinated aeeess on the 
seaeoast has been sending people that may 
not have been appropriate for here.” 

Swanson, the “eoordinated aeeess” per- 
son on the seaeoast, said he now tells 
individuals to eall New Horizons before 
going there. 

“We prefer to have people talk with us 
direetly,” Kintner said. “A lot of people 
don't want to sleep in the same room as 50 
other people, for example.” 

Homeless people get shuffled around 
from eity to eity, town to town all the time. 
Miehael Robb, a former resident of MeK- 
enna House, remembers reeent eases where 
people were being sent from Manehester to 
Coneord. 

“New Horizons, the shelter down there, 
started giving people bus tiekets and say- 
ing, 'Go to Coneord. Go to Coneord. They 
have room for you there,' just to get them 
out of Manehester, when, in faet, there was 
no room,” Robb said. “There wasn't even a 
shelter open yet.” 

New Horizons eould not eonfirm that bus 
tiekets were ever handed out; regardless, the 
hope is that this system will eventually eut 
down on any kind of similar juggling. 

“It's really important that the programs 
have a say on who's eoming into their shel- 
ters,” Dale said. “Every shelter has different 


polieies and different rules.” 

For instanee. Dale said, the shelter in Con- 
eord is a dry house and self-driven, meaning 
residents have to pull their own weight. 

“The faet of the matter is . . . what is gon- 
na work in the seaeoast or in Manehester is 
not going to work in the North Country,” 
Ryan said. 

Ryan said Tri-County CAP handles all 
the homeless in Coos, Grafton and Car- 
roll Counties and they have a single shelter. 
Southwestern Community Serviees in Keene 
has a system that handles the Monadnoek 
region and Nashua has a single 800 number 
that rotates between three different programs 
depending on the day of the week. MeK- 
enna House has been working with Carey 
House in Laeonia by sending eaeh other dai- 
ly emails updating the list of available beds. 

Significant change 

This new system would not neeessari- 
ly replaee what everyone is already doing, 
but it will ereate point people — like Swan- 
son in the seaeoast — for eaeh loeal serviee 
delivery area. Folks like Dale still believe 
the solution is adding more beds, rather than 
diversion efforts. 

“I'm not sure this is the answer,” Dale 
said. “I'm trying to be part of the solution 
and not the problem, but it's very diffieult 
beeause there's not enough shelter beds 
available.” 

MeKenna House is expanding to add 16 
new beds by Deeember. 

Martha Stone at Cross Roads House ean 
appreeiate Dale's and others' eoneems, but 
she thinks they'll eventually eome around 
like some serviee providers have done in 
Portsmouth. 

“People who initially eame in as the 
biggest skepties beeame the biggest eheer- 
leaders for the program, beeause ehange is 
diffieult, and it was a signifieant ehange,” 
Stone said. 

But if the final state budget euts $4 mil- 
lion from the shelter program, the mandated 
ehange will likely have minimal impaet, as 
there may be fewer homeless prevention 
programs to divert people to. M

Army general 

Perkins the sole four-star general from New Hampshire 


Gen. David Perkins is the only active, four-star general from New Hampshire. On May 
16, he gave the commencement speech at New England College, where the Hippo 
caught up with him. The 16th was also Armed Forces Day. Perkins served in the Bal- 
kans and Afghanistan and was involved in the Iraq war from start to finish. Last year, 
Gen. Perkins took command of U.S. Army Training and Doctrine Command, or TRA- 
DOC. Over 100 schools and colleges will be included in the Army University System 
next month under a major initiative to centralize the educational infrastructure for the 
Army and bolster partnerships with public education. 


Q Can you talk about your New 
® Hampshire roots? 

0 I was bom in Goffstown, then, 
when I was a year older or so, we 
moved to Keene, New Hampshire. My father 
taught at Keene State. Both he and my moth- 
er had graduated from Keene State, then he 
taught there. Both my parents were sehool 
teaehers. They taught in high sehool and then 
eventually he taught at Keene State. They 
have a summer eamp on Lake Massaseeum 
in Bradford. In the old days, when you went 
from Keene to Bradford, you didn’t have the 
bypass, so you had to go right through Hen- 
niker. Literally right through to the yellow 
blinking light that’s by the eomer pharmaey. 
My whole life I grew up going through Hen- 
niker, past New England College, up to the 
summer eamp. ... I spent the summers here. 
[I’m a] big skier. My side of the family all 
lives here in New Hampshire. My mother 
lives in a retirement faeility in Coneord, my 
brother lives in Hopkinton and my sister lives 
in Sanbomton, so the New Hampshire roots 
are strong and deep. 


Were you the first in your family to join 
the Army? 

My dad served in the Navy in World War II 
... so he didn’t serve while I was alive. I end- 
ed up going to West Point after high sehool. 
... I was sort of the first person to do that in 
the immediate family. And then two years 
after that, my brother, who lives in Hopkin- 
ton, whose wife will be graduating today, he 
went to the Naval Aeademy. That was inter- 
esting. For two years, I was at West Point 
[while] he was at [Naval Aeademy]. I have 
two ehildren who have sort of gone into the 
family business. My daughter went to the 
University of New Hampshire and [did] 
ROTC and is now a Blaek Hawk helieop- 
ter pilot. She’s had two tours in Afghanistan 
flying Blaek Hawk helieopters. And my son

went to West Point and he 
graduated in 2013 and he’s 
now in the 3rd Infantry 
Division at Fort Benning. 
So they’re now soldiers. 


What can you tell me about your experi- 
ence in Iraq? 

I’ve been to Iraq a number of times. Three 
different tours there, doing three very differ- 
ent kinds of jobs. The beginning middle and 
end. [There are] a eouple of things I take away 
from it. The biggest thing is just a huge appre- 
eiation for the eommitment of the Ameriean 
soldier. The things that we’ve asked them to 
do and the level of eomplexity that they oper- 
ate in, it’s really breathtaking when you see 
how they ean perform and figure out these 
very eomplex environments where there are 
no right answers. There are definitely better 
ways to do things. They are ineredibly adept 
at working in those kinds of situations. The 
other thing is . . . whenever the Ameriean sol- 
diers show up, they really show up with the 
expressed intent to try to leave the plaee bet- 
ter than when they found it. 


There ^s a shifting landscape toward more 
counterinsurgency and counterterrorism. 
Have you had to implement some of these 
changes since taking the helm at TRADOC? 

War is mueh less predietable. When I grew 
up, I grew up in the middle of a Cold War. So 
you know about the Soviet Union, you knew 
[a hot war] would be fought on the plains of 
eentral Europe. It was very predietable. So 
you would train and develop leaders to deal 
with a very speeifie problem set in a very spe- 
eifie part of the world. . . . What the future’s 
gonna bring to us is eomplete laek of prediet- 
ability. ... You don’t know who the enemy is 
gonna be. In faet, it ean ehange from day to 
day. You don’t know where the eonfliet is 
gonna be. ... So we have to train our soldiers 
and train our leaders to be able to thrive in 
ambiguity.

H wide obsession with 
Deflategate to bring you 
news about baseball. That’s 
beeause, as is our annu- 
al custom, we offer random 
observations as baseball hits 
the quarter turn in 20 1 5 . 
Everyone has been making such a big fuss 
about the futility of the Red Sox’ starting 
pitching, but after spending a zillion dollars 
on offense, hitting seems to be at least as big 
a problem. 

Is this the beginning of David Ortiz’s 
decline or just the latest year with a slow start 
because he spends April playing himself into 
shape after coming into spring training out of 
shape? Either way he’s gonna have to pick it 
up to get the 30 homers he needs to reach 500 
this year. 

That wasn’t the case for Adrian Beltre 
and Miguel Cabrera, who both got their 
milestone 400th homer last week.

Andrew Miller: If they had kept the low- 
salaried Rubby, they’d have had the dough 
to re-sign Andrew, who’s 13 for 13 in save 
opportunities, hasn’t been scored on in 17 
appearances and has 29 strikeouts in 17 
innings in New York. Big mistake — HUGE ! 

Jose Iglesias: Who saw slick-fielding 
Iggy hitting .345? Not me, but as my pain 
in the butt friend Gary Parsons in Detroit 
keeps texting, if he had been kept out of the 
Jake Peavy deal, he’d be at short, with Bog- 
gle at third, and they could have spent Pablo 
Sandoval’s $90 million on pitching. 

Will Middlebrooks: In San Diego a famil- 
iar 4 homers, 13 RBI and .202.

36 games that projects to 36 and 103 along 
with an OBP of .469. Of course the flip side 
is Casey Kelly was supposed to be the real 
jewel for San Diego in the Gonzalez deal 
and he’s won just twice and hasn’t pitched in 
the majors since 2012. 

Baseball 102 Answer: Mike Schmidt 
(548), Eddie Mathews (512) and Chipper 
Jones (468) are the Top 3 in homers among 
third basemen. 

Finally, with Brandon McCarthy gone 
for the year and the back end of the rotation 
nothing to write home about, the unlim- 
ited-payroll Dodgers are now the prime 
competition for the ace everyone says the 
Sox need.

River reflections 


Nashua International Sculpture Symposium turns 8

The Nashua International Seulpture Sym- 
posium’s outdoor art studio is in the perfeet 
loeation for this year’s theme, “Refleetions 
on the River.” It’s loeated just outside NIM- 
CO in the Nashua Millyard, where you ean 
see the Nashua River rushing by — and if 
you listen between the elinking, grinding 
and ehipping of metal and roek, you ean 
hear it too. 

Every spring for the past eight years, 
City Arts Nashua has invited three inter- 
national artists — who, this year, are Ana 
Dunean of Ireland, Petre Petrov of Bulgaria 
and Enniea Mukomberanwa of Zimbabwe 
— to ereate art for the eity as part of the 
symposium. 

During their three-week stay — this 
year from May 7 through May 29 — artists 
work from 8:30 a.m. until 5:30 p.m. Mon- 
day through Saturday. Visitors often triekle 
in during this period to see the artists at 
work and learn about where they’re from. 
New Hampshire seulptor/Andres Institute 
of Art eo-founder John Weidman oversees 
and direets. At night, they bunk in Nashua 
homes and are fed by Nashua residents. To 
date, Nashua remains the only eity in the 
United States with an annual international 
seulpture symposium. 

This year, all the artists have taekled

the theme differently. Dunean went the 
most literal route, having Googled Nashua 
before arriving in New Hampshire. When 
eomplete, the pieee will look like a gigan- 
tie stainless steel sail with eurvy sides and 
a reetangle sliee in the middle. The shiny 
material taekles the “refleetions” part of the 
theme, while the shape itself pays homage 
the eity’s rivers. 

“The inspiration eame when I was 
researehing the eity of Nashua. I just spot- 
ted how eurvy the river of Nashua is. The 
shape [of the pieee] is inspired by the way 
the river euts into the landseape,” she said 
during a break. “One side is the Nashua 
River. The other is the Merrimaek. Then, of 
eourse the two rivers meet in Nashua. The 
pieees eonneet, and then the eenter part is 
the man-made eanal system in [Mine Falls 
Park].” 

When finished, Petrov’s seulpture will 


eomprise a stone base (representing the 
pebble bottom of the Nashua River), a 
weathering steel window inspired by the 
eity’s arehiteeture and wave-shaped panels 
that pass through it. 

Mukomberanwa ’s seulpture, “Moth- 
er and Child,” is more metaphorieal, 
representing the fluid love that flows from 
a mother to her ehild. However, the theme, 
she said over the steady “elunk, elunk!” of 
her hammer on roek, ean relate to the flow 
of any kind of love. 

This is Mukomberanwa’s seeond trip to 
New Hampshire; she partieipated in the 
Andres Institute of Art 2014 International 
Seulpture Symposium. 

“I eame baek beeause I still want to learn 
more about this type of granite,” she said. 
“John [Weidman] knows this material well, 
but experienee is the best teaeher.” 

Materials eome from all over — the Mil-

ford Quarry, the Andres Institute of Art and 
also out-of-state loeations — and tools are 
shared with Andres and the City Arts Nash- 
ua budget. 

Weidman said he partieipates beeause 
he’s had a lot of help in his own seulpting 
eareer. He often meets potential artists dur- 
ing his own travels (he met Petrov in person 
this year during a symposium he was jury- 
ing in Iran), and he invites them to New 
Hampshire based on their work quality, 
the safe teehniques in whieh they ereate, 
and whether they ean do so while being 
observed by and interaeting with the gen- 
eral publie. 

There’s a elosing reeeption on Saturday, 
May 30, at 1 p.m. at eaeh of the installa- 
tion sites (Mine Falls Park, Roby Park and 
Field’s Grove). City Arts Nashua president 
Kathy Hersh said a trolley will transport 
attendees from eaeh of the sites. M

Opera night 

NH Philharmonic partners with Opera NH

When constructing a concert season, 
New Hampshire Philharmonic artistic 
director Mark Latham tries to create pro- 
gramming conveying the idea that classical 
symphonic music is “still relevant to mass- 
es of people and still speaks to the ordinary 
person.” 

He does this in many ways. One is by 
partnering with local arts organizations 
and schools. This fall, the Phil collaborat- 
ed with theatre KAPOW, who performed 
theater snippets alongside the orchestra’s 
“Shakespeare Lives” concert. In March, 
local school children created art inspired 
by the organization’s annual “Drawn to 
the Music” event, which was project- 
ed overhead while musicians played. And 
this Saturday, May 23, it collaborates with 
Opera New Hampshire in presenting “A 
Night at the Opera” at the Palace Theatre. 

Latham said via phone that the Phil pre- 
sented a similar program years and years 
ago. It was a big hit, and he thinks it will be 
even more so today. 

“My understanding is that this will be a 
big hit all around because opera is really 
popular these days,” Latham said. “I think 
it’s maybe the one form of classical music 
that’s still managing to increase its audienc- 
es. It’s been helpful that other opera houses 
have been screening Met live broadcasts. 
[Opera] has become a more accessible and 
a great medium all around.” 

The concert comprises all the world’s 
most well-known opera music, from Car- 
men (orchestral suite and arias) and The

Represented 
artists include Bizet, Mozart, Verdi, Pucci- 
ni, Rossini and Gershwin. 

Latham worked with the orchestra’s 
vocal accompaniment — professional 
opera singers Jimi James and Julie Diniz, 
who are traveling from New York to per- 
form here — to produce an engaging 
program accessible even to the most ama- 
teur of opera audiences. Only the best, most 
expressive pieces made the cut. 

“We’re indulging ourselves and taking 
icing from various opera cakes, you might 
say,” Latham said. “I think most people will 
recognize most of the arias. It’s sort of the 
Top 10 from the aria repertoire.” 

Opera music, Latham said, is naturally 
exciting and dramatic, similar to that music 
he chose during January’s “A Night at the 
Oscars” concert. Before each song they 
sing, James and Diniz will provide a bit of 
context to set the scene. 

“Opera music has a story behind it. The 
music is trying to depict a character or a 
part of a storyline,” Latham said. “At the 
end of Act II in Tosca, for instance, the 
heroine stabs a tyrannical guy who’s try- 
ing to force himself on her, and of course, 
the music that surrounds her is incredibly 
intense. ... That’s what’s really fun about 
opera. In a way, you’re not searching for 
the emotional content. It’s there on the plat- 
ter, and you just have to render it faithfully 
according to the composer’s wishes.” 

Latham was also excited to partner with 
Opera New Hampshire because the Phil’s 
new executive director. Faith Wilson, is 
also Opera New Hampshire’s executive 
director. He hopes to continue to collabo- 
rate with the organization, and in the future, 
maybe produce a semi-staged concert ver- 
sion of an opera. M

NH Young Birders Club has Birds and Blooms Scavenger Hunt

It isn’t hard to find New Hamp- 
shire wildlife this time of year. 
Simply look around and you’re 
bound to see a bird soaring the 
skies or flower blossoms at your 
feet. But have you ever wondered 
exaetly what kinds of birds and 
flowers you’re seeing? On Sun- 
day, May 24, from 9 a.m. to noon, 
the New Hampshire Young Birders 
Club will host its first annual Birds 
and Blooms Se avenger Hunt at the 
Beaver Brook Assoeiation Nature 
Center in Hollis. 

“The idea is to eombine a seareh 
for these flitting, restless, never- 
in-one-plaee migratory birds with 
something we know will be there, 
whieh is wildflowers,” said Hen- 
ry Walters, eoordinator and teaeher 
for the NH Young Birders Club. 

The seavenger hunt is open to 
all kids, teens and parents. Partiei- 
pants are asked to bring their own 
binoeulars and wear appropriate 
hiking shoes. Upon arrival, hunt- 
ers will be put into teams and given 
field guides that were made spe- 
eially for the hunt. The guides will 
eontain photos and deseriptions of 
the birds and wildflowers the hunt- 
ers ean expeet to see. Teaehers 
from the Young Birders Club will 
lead the teams in their searehes, 
but they will not be identifying the 
wildlife. The team members will 
have to work together to mateh 
what they see with the photos in 
the guide. When they find a plant 
or animal from the guide, they ean

eheek it off their list. The hunt is 
not eompetitive, and everyone will 
reeeive a bird-related prize for 
their efforts. 

Some birds on the eheeklist will 
inelude bluebirds, brown thrashers. 
Eastern towhees, yellow warblers, 
ehestnut-sided warblers, great blue 
herons and red- tailed hawks. Wal- 
ters said there eould be as many as 
60 to 70 different speeies of birds to 
see that morning. 

For flowers, hunters will be look- 
ing for pink lady’s slipper, yellow 
elintonia, bunehberry, bullhead 
lily, yellow woodsorrel, rose twist- 
ed stalk, blue-eyed grass and blue 
flag iris. 

The New Hampshire Young Bird- 
ers Club is a statewide organization 
for kids up to age 18 who have a 
passion for birds and the outdoors. 
The Birds and Blooms Seavenger 
Hunt is one of 20 to 25 events the 
elub puts on eaeh year. 

“We try to bring kids and their 
families to different parts of the 
state, to habitats, parks and wild 


plaees they might not otherwise get 
to see,” Walters said. “Our hope is 
to get kids outside, get them exeit- 
ed about the environment, and one 
doorway into that is through birds 
and birding.” 

The seavenger hunt is the elub’s 
first event held at the Beaver Brook. 
Walters said Beaver Brook is an 
ideal plaee for the hunt beeause 
of its diversity of habitat, whieh 
ineludes wetlands, woodlands and 
open fields. 

The elub also partners with orga- 
nizations like the New Hampshire 
Audubon, Squam Lakes Natural 
Seienee Center and the Harris Cen- 
ter for Conservation Edueation. 
Members are eneouraged to eon- 
tribute to the birding eommunity 
through hands-on aetivities like 
bird banding and monitoring. The 
seavenger hunt, while a fun and 
edueational event, also serves as 
a survey of the wildlife at Beaver 
Brook. 

“We’re trying to put kids in the 
roles of eitizen seientists,” Wal- 


ters said. “We want them not to be 
passive observers, but aetive par- 
tieipants, appreeiating the land and 
developing land ethies.” 

Those who enjoy the seavenger 
hunt are invited to join the elub, 
whieh, for a $25 yearly member- 
ship fee, offers members a birding 
field guide and aeeess to all elub 
events.

IN/OUT THE GARDENING GUY 

Spring into summer 

Time to prep your plants

Every spring each of us must decide when 
to plant our tender annual plants. I am of the 
conservative branch of the gardening fami- 
ly. I do not want to take a chance damaging 
— or killing — my tomatoes, peppers, cukes 
or annual flowers if a late frost comes along. 
I know gardeners who are planting every- 
thing now — and they might be smarter than 
me. But I doubt they will get tomatoes before 
me. Plants going into cold soil don’t really do 
much growing. 

Whether you buy your plants from a nurs- 
ery or start them yourself from seed, all plants 
need to be hardened off before being planted. 
That means introducing them to sunshine and 
breezes a little at a time so that they don’t get 
sun- or wind-burned. Ask at the garden cen- 
ter if their plants have been well hardened off 
when you buy them. 

I have a deck on the north side of my house 
that gets about three hours of morning sun 
each day, so it is the perfect place to start 
hardening off seedlings. After three days on 
the deck, I move the trays of seedlings to the 
west side, where they get afternoon sun but 
are a bit sheltered from drying winds. After 
three days there, they are ready to be planted, 
weather permitting. 

I like to plant in the early evening. Rob- 
ins are singing complex melodies, and the 
sun’s heat has diminished. Most important- 
ly, plants have 12 hours or so to settle into 
the soil, absorb some water, and get ready 
to grow before the sun comes up and bakes 
them. I also like to plant when cloudy or driz- 
zly weather is forecast, but that isn’t always 
possible. 

Here are some of the things I am plant- 
ing now, or have planted. Peas went in first, 
after two hours soaking in a dish of water. 
This allows the seeds to absorb water quick- 
ly, encouraging them to start growing sooner 
than if I just put them in the ground. I planted 
Sugar Snap peas, which are edible pod peas. I 
find shelling peas tedious and like the fact that 
you get more food if you can eat the shells. 

Peas (and beans) are legumes, which means 
that they can take nitrogen from the air and 
“fix” it into a form useable by plants — but 
only with the help of nitrogen- fixing bacteria. 
Your soil may have these rhizobial bacteria, 
or it might not. Without them, the plants can- 
not fix nitrogen. So you may want to buy a 
packet of the bacteria, which comes in a pow- 
der form. After soaking the peas, drain the 
water and sprinkle inoculant over the seeds 
before planting. 

Generally the packet of inoculant contains 
more than you need; it will not be good next

year, so share your extra with a friend. I sup- 
pose you can mix in water and spread it on 
the soil around your peas if you have already 
planted your peas without it. Beans, by the 
way, are warm- weather plants that should not 
be planted until after risk of frost. If you plant 
them in cold, wet soil they may rot, too. 

Carrots, beets, radishes and rutabagas are 
good crops to plant now. I planted mine on 
Mother’s Day, as it was a root day, accord- 
ing to Stella Natura, the biodynamic calendar 
I consult when planting (stellanatura.com). 
It uses the moon and stars to guide when we 
should plant. 

Beets confused me until I learned that the 
“seeds” we buy are not seeds at all, but dried 
seed capsules. Like an apple, each capsule 
contains multiple seeds. So you can space 
them perfectly, and still have to thin them lat- 
er. Johnny’s Selected Seeds (johnnyseeds. 
com) does sell one variety called “Moneta” 
that only has one seed per capsule, but it often 
sells out early. 

Thinning plants that I start from seed is 
one of my least favorite activities. It takes 
time and precision, and it is killing little plant 
babies! So when planting things like carrots 
or rutabagas I try to take time to space seeds 
an inch apart, though I haven’t yet perfect- 
ed that trick. Patience is not my long suit. By 
the Fourth of July, carrots and beets should 
be at least an inch apart and eventually 2 to 3 
inches apart. If crowded, carrots will compete 
with other carrots just the way weeds com- 
pete with carrots. 

I have also planted onions, which I do as 
small plants, not sets. My grandfather always 
planted sets, which are really just stunt- 
ed onions that grew last year. Growers plant 
them so close together that they are dwarfed. 

This year I planted my onions by seed 
indoors in early March and raised them under 
lights for two months before hardening them 
off and putting them in the garden. I plant- 
ed them and inch and a half deep, and 2 to 3 
inches apart. 

I hope to plant kale, broccoli and Brussels 
sprouts this week — all are quite frost har- 
dy. If I plant cauliflower, I will wait to plant 
it in June.

I think I would 
too if I had lived through the Depression. 

As far as a value goes, Karen, I think 
they are probably worth to a kitehen eollee- 
tor in the priee range of $10 apieee. So it’s 
a good thing to have saved. Tins are more 



eommon than boxes, and all eompanies are 
different, so values on eaeh brand and style 
vary. So before you throw them out, have 
someone eome and do a walk-through to 
see what else you might have for a hidden 
treasure.

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IN/OUT CAR TALK 


Two reasons why your window is stuck, and how Judge Judy can fix it

Dear Car Talk: 

I have a perplex- 
ing problem with the 
driver s-side power 
window in my 2003 
Plymouth Voyag- 
er. About three years 
ago, I pressed the but- 
ton to roll it down and 
nothing happened except a faint “click” 
sound. I figured I would need to take it 
in, but I went on with life. I continued to 
press the button out of habit when I went 
to drive-thru windows, etc. About three 
weeks later, it worked again. About two 
months after that, it stopped working. I 
have been through this same working/ 
not-working cycle about 10 times in the 
past three years. There seems to be no 
correlation with weather, temperature, 
driving frequency , distance — nadal Any 
idea as to what is going on? — Jamey 
Well, since you’re driving an ‘03 
Voyager and have demonstrated an 
impressive lack of urgency about this 
— living without a roll-down driver’s 
window for three years rather than pay 
a mechanic to look at it — I’m going to 
guess you don’t want to invest a lot of 
money in solving this puzzle. So start 


with the easiest approach to failing elec- 
trical equipment: Whack it. 

Sometimes, when an electrical switch 
or motor is failing, tapping on it or giving 
it a jolt can bring it back to life — albe- 
it temporarily. But everything related 
to an ‘03 Voyager should be viewed as 
temporary. 

Assuming you’ve checked the circuit 
breaker in the driver’s foot well and it’s 
good, start with the window switch itself. 

Try poking at the driver’s window 
switch more forcefully than you nor- 
mally do. If the contacts for the window 
switch itself are rusting or coming apart, 
sometimes a little extra force can get 
them to work again for a while — some- 
times a long while. If you can get the 
window to work by stabbing your fin- 
ger on the switch, that tells you that the 
switch is your problem. 

Then you have two options: You can 
live with it, and try to revive it when you 
need to, which leads to SITS: stubby- 
index-finger syndrome (which is what 
you’ll probably do). Or you can replace 
the switch (which is what I’d do). 

If you can’t get the window to work by 
being more vigorous with the switch, the 
next thing you can try to test is the win- 


dow motor. That’s inside the door. The 
easiest way to test it, without investing 
time or money, is to give it a Judge Judy: 
Gavel it. 

While an assistant is holding down the 
window switch, close your fist and give 
the middle to lower half of the door some 
quick, sharp blows with the bottom of 
your fist. Try it from the inside first, and 
then from the outside. Obviously, don’t 
use so much force that you dent the car. 
Or your hand. 

If the motor is failing, a jolt like that 
often will get it to start working again, 
at least temporarily. But more important- 
ly, it’ll tell you that the motor probably 
is the culprit here. Then you can either 
replace it (which is what I’d do), or go to 
the gym and do fist exercises (which is 
what you’ll do). 

If you can’t get the window to respond 
to those tests, then you may have to resort 
to actual diagnostic methods. Start by 
removing the window switch and using a 
test light to see if it’s getting power. 

If there’s no power getting to the 
switch, the next thing I’d suspect is a 
broken, or almost broken, wire in that 
bundle of wires that runs through the 
driver’s door pillar and into the door. 


Those wires connect to things like 
the window switches, the door-lock- 
ing switches and the side-view mirror 
adjusters. After opening and closing that 
door 500,000 times (that’s the door that 
gets used the most), it’s certainly possi- 
ble that one of those wires is frayed or 
partially broken. 

If there is power to the switch when 
you test it, then that suggests that the 
motor is bad. Then you’ll need to remove 
the interior door panel, if you haven’t 
already broken it by banging on it, and 
confirm that power is getting to the 
motor — which it probably is. 

Once the motor is exposed, you can try 
the Judge Judy again, this time tapping it 
directly with the end of a screwdriver or 
some such thing. Or you can just replace 
it. 

And whatever your diagnosis, you can 
look for parts at a junkyard. These cars 
were plentiful, which means rusted-out 
ones are now plentiful in the nation’s 
junkyards. Just be sure to park a block 
away so you don’t come back to find 
other shoppers eagerly pulling parts off 
your car.

Healing movements 

Finding new ways to feel better

On Saturday, May 23, from 1 to 4 p.m., 
YCD Holistic Healing of Nashua will have 
a Yoga and Movement Therapy workshop to 
help those in physieal or emotional pain, or 
those who feel stuek in their lives, to find heal- 
ing through the power of yoga and movement. 

“People are anxious, eager and even des- 
perate in a lot of ways to have new modalities 
to help them in this teehnologieally driven 
world, whieh is here to stay,” said Rosemary 
T. Clough, a eertified yoga teaeher and thera- 
pist who is instrueting the workshop. “We just 
need new tools for our tool box.” 

The workshop will eonsist of yoga exereis- 
es and movement teehniques, breathing and 
mindfulness exereises, goal setting and some 
therapeutie journaling if time allows. 

Clough will improvise with the yoga exer- 
cises to an extent and tailor them to fit the needs 
of the class, but the core exercises will include 
grounding postures such as the mountain pose, 
twisting motions, spine-lengthening poses 
and poses to release muscle tension. Many of 
the poses are versatile and can be modified to 
involve sitting, standing or lying down. 

Students will also be working with mas- 
sage teehniques, using spiky massage balls 
on eertain points on the body to eleanse the 
adrenal glands and lymph nodes. 

“The more we ean work from the inside 
out, the healthier we will beeome,” Clough 
said. “If you work from the outside in, it’s like 
putting on someone else’s elothes that don’t 
fit. It’s better for eaeh person to diseover his 
or her own way of healing themselves.” 

Clough will also lead the elass in breath- 
ing and mindfulness exereises. Most people. 


she said, have developed poor breathing hab- 
its without realizing it, sometimes holding 
their breath or “breathing baekwards.” Doing 
a yoga posture without integrating the eorreet 
breathing ean eause more tension. 

“It’s not about an isolated move,” she said. 
“With these postures, we want to move through 
the core, through the bones, through the mus- 
cles and through the breath so that it’s fluid.” 

Students will leave the elass with a hand- 
out of the yoga postures taught so they ean 
eontinue doing them on their own. They 
will also leave having set one small goal for 
themselves to help them live a happier, health- 
ier life. Clough said some examples of these 
goals inelude eating less sugar, meditating for 
10 minutes a day, reaehing out to fiiends and 
family, working fewer hours or taking a walk 
one day a week. She eneourages the students 
to eonneet with eaeh other after the workshop 
to keep eaeh other aeeountable with their 
goals, or to reaeh out to her for support and 
eneouragement. Ultimately, she said, people 
need to find the strength within themselves to 
aeeomplish their goals. 

“They have to want to do it,” she said. “It 
has to eome from a desire within themselves, 
and they have to feel that they ean and devel- 
op the eonfidenee. Usually onee they start, 
say, taking a walk onee a week, it starts to feel 
good and they’ll want to do it more.” M

Fresh from the farm 

The Farmers Dinner season opens with Three Little Pigs theme

The Farmers Dinner, an event that brings 
farmers, chefs and diners together with the 


common goal of experiencing high-quality 
local fare, kicks off its 2015 season with a 
dinner at bluAqua Restaurant & Bar. 

Cochon de lait, a French term for cook- 
ing a pig before an open hardwood fire, will 
be the focus of the dinner with a theme of 


Three Little Pigs. Chris Noble, executive 
chefiowner of bluAqua, will use every bit of 
a 200-pound pig, from nose to tail, in cours- 
es named after the building materials used 
in the children’s tale: hay, sticks and bricks. 

The five-course meal will feature three 
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“A colorful dish from a previous Farmers Dinner at bluAqua.” Photo by Matthew Lommano. 


pork courses (the hay, stieks and brieks) 
as well as a vegetable eourse and a dessert 
eourse. Noble is still playing around with 
ideas to fill the ereative eourse themes but 
thinks the hay eourse will be eelery hay, 
pork belly and a farm egg with a runny yolk. 

One item that won’t be one of the eours- 
es but will most likely be served is a 
homemade Louisiana sausage, probably 
andouille, perhaps served simply as a snaek 
before the meal begins. Noble said he ean’t 
have a pig roasting over a woodfire and not 
make sausage. 

“Coehon de lait, that’s something I grew 
up doing,” he said in a phone interview. 

Originally from New Orleans, Noble said 
it’s quite eommon to have pig roasts, espe- 
eially this time of year. 

Other than a eouple of euts like the bel- 
ly, whieh needs to be removed beeause 
it requires braising and a different eook- 
ing teehnique, and the shoulder (or Boston 
butt), whieh requires less time to eook, the 
entire pig will roast on a wood spit right 
next to the restaurant’s patio. 

Starting the night before the dinner. 
Noble will stay out to “babysit” the pig and 
refill the wood, whieh for him is the “fun 
part” beeause it reminds him of nights spent 
with his dad, sitting and roasting together. 

His seeond year of hosting a Farmers 
Dinner meal. Noble said he’s honored to 
have the ehanee to open the new season. 

Aeeording to Keith Sarasin, owner of the 
Farmers Dinner, venues are rarely repeated 
in order to give guests the ehanee to expe- 
rienee as many as possible, but the draw to 
bluAqua and Noble’s style was too strong 
to overlook. 

“Last year we hosted two dinners with 
bluAqua, and we were in awe of the ehef’s 
ereativity, attention to detail and passion for 
loeal food,” Sarasin said in a phone inter- 
view. “We felt so strongly about kieking it 
off there so more people eould enjoy what 
the staff and ehef are doing over there.” 

Sarasin and Noble settled on eoehon 
de lait beeause of Noble’s New Orleans- 
inspired menu and Sarasin’s penehant for 
the benefits of working with a whole pig. 

“It’s a pretty eommon and traditional way 


and it’s mueh better for the farmer,” he said. 

While it ean be daunting working with an 
entire animal, it diminishes waste by elim- 
inating the proeess of selling a eustomer 
one eut from the pig and either having to 
find someone else to buy the rest or simply 
throwing it away. 

“We’re going to [talk about] why we're 
going to eat the whole animal,” Sarasin said. 
“We want to edueate why we went with this 
and how we eame up with the theme in 
general.” 

Looking ahead 

For this year of new features and expan- 
sion for the Farmers Dinner, held from May 
to Oetober, Sarasin is exeited to build on 
sueeessfiil events fi*om previous years as 
well as inerease eommunity outreaeh and 
eharity efforts. 

Based on the overwhelming sueeess and 
feedbaek from last year’s dinner on Main 
Street in Nashua, the first ever Farmers Din- 
ner Gala on June 2 1 will weleome 250 people 
to the Court Street Theater in Nashua. 

“Instead of a sit-down meal, [we’re] going 
to be doing multiple eourses of appetizers 
with fresh loeal ingredients,” Sarasin said. 

In partnership with The Greater Nashua 
Chamber of Commeree, Great Ameriean 
Downtown and Celebrations Catering, all of 
the proeeeds from the $35-per-person event 
will benefit The Organization for Refugee 
and Immigrant Sueeess, Gate City Commu- 
nity Gardens Ine. and Marguerite’s Plaee. 

A five-eourse dinner will be held at 
Labelle Winery and three dinners will be 
held at Stages at One Washington (a rar- 
ity, Sarasin said) in Dover with ehef Evan 
Hennessey. 

“He’s really ehanging the eulture of 
what it means to eat in the state,” Sarasin 
said. A

Strategic partnership revitalizes organic gardens

With the warm spring weather under- 
way, Canterbury Shaker Village and the 
Coneord Food Co-op have begun new ini- 
tiatives brought about by the strategie 
partnership announeed in February. Reviv- 
ing the Village’s organie gardens, installing 
an observation beehive, expanding well- 
ness programs and eooking workshops and 
selling fresh produee and honey to New 
Hampshire residents are all results of this 
new partnership. 

Finding the right fit 

Aeeording to Greg Lessard, direetor of 
development for the Coneord Food Co-op, 
it was during a diseussion about expanding 
the entering business at the eo-op that the 
idea eame about to have a spaee to host and 
eater events. 

“That brought about [the question of], 
‘What is an ideal environment for a entering 
event?”’ Lessard said in a phone interview. 

The perfeet fit would be a large build- 
ing in a pieturesque setting that eould also 
help fill holes in the produee department, 
he said. 

“We thought the idea of having our own 
organie garden would allow our eustomers 
to have eontinuous and fresh produee,” he 
said. 

The eo-op also needed a plaee to house 
wellness elasses, whieh range from 50 to 
200 partieipants, as well as events and out- 
reaeh programs. 

“We needed a eentral loeation to host all 
of these different venues and to have our 
own entity so people were relating a speeif- 
ie loeation to the eo-op,” Lessard said. 

So they put out a press release and began 
looking at potential farms. 

Funi Burdiek, exeeutive direetor for 
Canterbury Shaker Village, read about the 
eo-op ’s seareh in the newspaper and saw 
the answer to a gap she’d been trying to fill 
for a handful of years. 

“I had this idea that Canterbury Shak- 
er Village needed to develop the aspeets of 
the Shaker legaey that were really impor- 
tant and ... develop programs about that

SO we would really have a broader appeal 
to a larger audienee,” she said in a phone 
interview. 

In reeent years, Canterbury Shaker Vil- 
lage began a partnership with Brookford 
Farm beeause the Shakers exeelled at dairy 
farming. 

“If you eame to the village four or five 
years ago, there were no eows here,” she 
said. 

Now Brookford Farm’s eows graze at the 
Village and are part of an exhibit about the 
Shakers and dairy. 

She wanted to eontinue to develop part- 
nerships with likeminded organizations to 
help Canterbury Shaker Village beeome 
more dynamie and bring in more visitors. 

“Funi Burdiek reaehed out and said it 
would be a great partnership,” Lessard said. 

With Shaker Village’s organie gardens 
out of operation for a number of years and 
the rieh land available to introduee new 
aetivities, it seemed natural to eombine 
the two organizations whose missions and 
goals are elosely aligned. 

“When I saw this in the newspaper I said, 
this has the potential for being another great 
strategie partner beeause the eo-op needs 
land to grow vegetables and ...we have lots 
of organie farmlands that if we were using 
it, it would be good for the land and our 
publie,” she said. “Why eompete with eaeh 
other? Why not do this together?” 

Reaping the benefits 

Many of the initiatives made possible 
by the new strategie partnership are now 
eoming together. The eo-op ’s new organ- 
ie garden manager works with the produee 
at Shaker Village, taking time to ehat with 
visitors and share her knowledge. One of 
the village’s hoophouses has been resur- 
reeted and is already in use, with the 58 ►

1 quart heavy cream 
1 tsp vanilla 

1/2 cup pear nectar reduction 
13 egg yolks 
1 cup sugar 


Bring heavy cream, vanilla and pear nectar 
reduction to a slow boil. Whisk egg yolks 
and sugar. Temper in cream, pour into bak- 
ing dish. Place dishes in a hot water bath 
and bake off at 275 degrees for one hour 
or longer (custard should be slightly firm).

Certain certified organic vegetables, like 
radishes, are already available at the co- 
op. As the season progresses, others will 
be sold at the co-op and Canterbury Shaker 
Village’s farm stand and will also be used 
in the co-op’s kitchen. 

In mid-May, an observation beehive 
was installed in the village’s bee house 
for guests to see and learn about the pro- 
cess and also to yield a modest amount of 
honey. The honey will be sold at the vil- 
lage’s store as well as under their brand at 
the co-op. 

“It’s a very Shaker idea,” Burdick said. 
“Both organizations have a skill that could 
enhance the other’s business.” 

The co-op has also been able to expand 
hands-on cooking classes and wellness 
workshops, many of which are now held 
at Canterbury Shaker Village. Coming up 


in the next months are classes like baking 
with strawberries, fish to perfection and 
intro to fermented veggies. 

“It’s activating the village with sort 
of practical workshops that people can 
then take home and really learn how to 
do something and at the same time be 
exposed to who the Shakers are and their 
importance in American history,” Burdick 
said. 

For Lessard, “We were looking for a 
facility that was just beautiful,” he said. 
“It far exceeded our wish list to have 
those buildings available to us... already 
organic certified [and] well known. [It] 
far exceeds what we hoped and we were 
ecstatic she [Burdick] extend the invita- 
tion to us.” 

“My real goal is to create a living lab- 
oratory,” Burdick said. “We’re both a 
museum and a place to come and learn and 
be engaged in a modern lifestyle.” A 
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We have legendary 
classics, like the lobster 
roll unchanged since 
1 948, and new modern 
classics, like our 
Crispy Fish Tacos, there is 
something for everyone.

Enchilada 

bake 

We are on the eusp of having fresh loeal 
vegetables at our fingertips — can you taste 
them? In fact, your neighborhood farmers 
market might be open already. Mine opened 
a couple of weeks ago, and there is a bounty 
of greens and plant starts (if you’re a gar- 
dener). This week, I thought I’d focus on a 
recipe that uses mostly fresh things in prep- 
aration for the upcoming growing season.

Enchilada Quinoa Bake

1 72 large chicken breast, cooked and 
shredded 

72 can black beans 

72 cup com (fresh, frozen or organic 

canned) 

1 green bell pepper, chopped 
1 yellow onion, chopped 
1 cup shredded cheddar cheese 

1 10-ounce can enchilada sauce 

2 cans chopped green chilies 
Adobo seasoning 

3 cups quinoa, cooked

Have some wine with your fish 

Suggested pairings for different seafoods

Memorial Day is almost here, whieh is the 
offieial “unoffieial” kiekoff to summer. The 
weather is finally staying warmer, and it’s time 
to dust off the grill and enjoy lighter meals. 

If you are a fish or seafood lover like me, 
this eolumn is for you. I was reeently invited 
to a friend’s for dinner. She told me we were 
having salmon, so it got me thinking about 
what best pairs with fish. I am also planning 
ahead for when my family goes on vaeation 
this summer and has our annual lobster meal 
at the oeean. 

Pairing wine and seafood follows the same 
general guidelines as pairing wine and any 
meat: the weight of the food should typi- 
eally mateh the weight of the wine. Sinee 
many of the seafood ehoiees are on the light- 
er side, they pair best with lighter wines for 
the most part, where meatier fish like salm- 
on and swordfish ean have heavier matehes. 
It is also important to take any eomponents 
of your dish into eonsideration. For example, 
a spiey pasta seafood dish may have a better 
mateh than grilled shrimp and riee. 

These are just general guidelines of course, as 
the number one rule is drink what you like and 
go from there. But when you need a little more 
guidance, here are some recommendations from 
Food & Wine and Coastal Living magazines. 

White fish like halibut and haddock are 
lighter and pair well with chardonnay, sauvi- 
gnon blanc, viognier and semilion. Haddock 
with butter and crumbs, as an example, pairs 
well with chardonnay. If you like a buttery 
version of this wine, it could be a good pairing. 

Try these: Cono Sur Central Valley Sau- 
vignon Blanc, Hess Select Chardonnay, or an 
unoaked Italian chardonnay (less buttery) 

Since salmon is a denser, more substantial 
fish, it pairs well with pinot noir. This is actu- 
ally what I paired with it recently, and really 
enjoyed it. But it is also a good match for 
chardonnay and sauvignon blanc for white 
wine drinkers. 

Try these: Firesteed Pinot Noir (this is one 
of my favorites), Cono Sur Pinot Noir, Star- 
borough Sauvignon Blanc 

Darker-fieshed fish tends to be oily, so pair 
these dishes with pinot noir or even a rose. 

Shellfish typically pairs well with lighter 
white wine, but you still have some choices. 
If you like an excuse to sip sparkling wine, 
pair it with lobster. Depending on how the 
lobster is prepared, it could also be paired 
with chardonnay or sauvignon blanc. 



Shrimp is a good match with these two 
wines as well, but other options include pinot 
blanc, a white grape that is a genetic mutation 
of pinot noir and chenin blanc, a French white. 

Mussels, texturally, are a bit meatier, so 
Italian grapes like pinot grigio and verdicchio 
are good matches. Both of these grapes are 
fairly acidic, with lemon and citrus notes to 
cut through the consistency of the mussels. 

Clams are similar to mussels but still have 
their own qualities that pair well with sau- 
vignon blanc and sparkling wine. Sparkling 
options include prosecco. Champagne or 
cava, depending upon your preference. 

Scallops are meaty yet also somewhat 
delicate at the same time, so pair them with 
sauvignon blanc or chardonnay. 

Sushi is a little bit different but often 
made with tuna, salmon or crab. Mosca- 
to and traminette are good pairings. They 
offer some sweetness but are still light. 
Try these: Ecco Domani Moscato, Jewell 
Towne Traminette 

There are a couple other options that gen- 
erally pair with seafood as well. Vermentino 
is an Italian grape grown in Sardinia, among 
other regions, that is often forgotten. Howev- 
er, because this grape is grown in a coastal 
region it is a natural partner for seafood. In 
some places, the vines actually grow in the 
saltwater air and soil made fi*om seashells. 
German riesling can also be a good match for 
fish because of its sweetness, fi*uit notes and 
acidity. Finally, griiner veltliner fi-om Austria 
is a nice choice because of its palate-cleans- 
ing abilities and versatility. 

Again, personal preference should come 
first here. I am sure there are wine lovers out 
there who eat scallops while sipping merlot or 
eat haddock with cabernet. If that is what you 
like, so be it. All I ask is that at some point, 
you try something new or venture to a new 
aisle or section in the store. ^

Mumford & Sons, Wilder Mind (Glassnote Records) 

Hear that? It’s the sound of a million 
echo-hippy nebbishes bawling, because 
Winston Marshall retired his banjo and 
decided to become a decent electric guitar- 
ist. Man oh man, is the hate raining down 
on this album, as if Mumfords weren’t ever 
going to embrace their inner kick-assness 
and take a kamikaze run at Kings of Leon. 
Where were you expecting this band’s inten- 
sity to supernova? A Bright Eyes-guested 
version of “I Will Wait” at Bonnaroo? Gag 
me. And what a bummer that this album’s 
first half is so good, huh?

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Eye on the prize 

Young filmmakers uptheir game for annual festival

For this year’s New Hampshire High 
Sehool Short Film Festival, Matthew New- 
ton of the New Hampshire Film & Television 
Ofifiee saw 65 entries — only 25 of whieh 
eould make the two-hour bloek that sereens at 
Red River Theatres Saturday, May 23. 

“There’s this eompetitive edge to the fes- 
tival,” Newton said via phone. “We’ve had 
some people eomment on this — it almost 
feels like an athletie sport now.” 

The festival has been growing steadily 
throughout its eight-year life. At this year’s 
sereening will be numerous doeumentaries 
and fietional narratives that required plen- 
tiful writing, editing and planning. And this 
year, there are more ehanees to see those piee- 
es. Typieally, only the top two winning films 
move on to the New Hampshire and SNOB 
Film Festivals, but this year, those that made 
the final bloek will also sereen at the Colonial 
Theatre in Bethlehem June 1 1 and many other 
New Hampshire venues (details TBA). 

“This is a ehanee for all 25 films seleeted to 
tour the state in different theaters. I hope this 
will be a tool for us to get other kids interested 
in the festival next year,” Newton said. “Most 
submissions are fi-om the southern part of the 
state, but I would love to see more from the 
North Country and even the Lakes Region.” 

Teaehers like the festival beeause it allows 
students to eonneet with another medium. 

“I feel like those skills you need to tell a 
story in an entertaining, informative, elear 
way are life skills,” said Kathleen Young, who 
teaehes film at Oyster River High Sehool. “It 
also gives kids who don’t have another outlet 
the possibility to be sueeessful.” 

One of her students, Evan Salvati, filmed a 
doeumentary about Great Bay Rowing, whieh 
praetiees a few miles from the sehool. With 
help of the team’s eoxswain, Salvati rode 
the launeh that trailed the eight-person shell 
during praetiees, and afterward, interviewed 
teammates individually. He was pleasantly 
surprised when his teaeher suggested he sub- 
mit to the festival, but even more so when it 
was aeeepted. 

“I like that [filmmaking] is hands-on and 
visual,” Salvati said. “I don’t really like read- 
ing instruetions. I mueh prefer movies over 
books. I just think that with video, you have 
a mueh better way of showing what you want 
people to see, from your perspeetive.” 

Pinkerton Aeademy film teaeher Chris 
Lord said he sees more engagement during 
festival season. 

“I think it’s a great motivation for the 
students. During the unit in whieh we’re pro- 
dueing films for the festival or for eontests, I

get more engagement, more work and better 
work,” Lord said. 

Pinkerton has seen top finishers four out 
of the past five years. One Pinkerton team — 
made up of seniors Jenelle Giordano, Allie 
Patt and Ryan Fuller — began drafting its 
film. Evil, last summer. 

“They eame in the first day with a seript 
they wanted me to read and eomment on,” 
Lord said. “They began shooting in the fall. 
I work the festival into my eurrieulum the 
month of Mareh, but they wanted to start 
working early and reshoot the entire film sev- 
eral times until it was as elose to perfeet as 
they eould get it.” 

Giordano, Patt and Fuller ran into a few 
snags along the way — footage was lost, 
found, serapped and re-shot — but they were 
determined to make the Mareh deadline. 

“It’s a ehanee to make people feel some- 
thing ... to let them eseape from the world 
around them, but also make them question the 
world around them. You ean do a lot through 
film, and that’s what I like about it,” Patt said. 

This year’s prize ineludes a trophy that will 
visit the winning sehool for a year’s time — 
“Another way we’re making a sport out of it,” 
Newton said. 

But it’s not just about the eompetition. 

“We’ve told the teaehers we’re going to 
set up a day soon after the festival where kids 
ean eome in and ask to get feedbaek for their 
films,” Newton said. “I think it’s more impor- 
tant to me that [film] is being introdueed in 
sehools as an art form and eareer option, whieh 
is why I’m very exeited to hear voeational and 
teehnieal eenters ineorporating this.” ^

Bike Battles., by 
James Longhurst 
(University of Wash- 
ington Press, 241 
pages) 

At the beginning of 
his engaging histo- 
ry of bicycling, James 
Longhurst, a “medi- 
ocre middle-aged 
recreational cyclist,” 
declares a motive: “I 
have a stake in this top- 
ic because I wish to 
avoid being run over.” 

Thank God for that. 

Modern-day wheel- 
men benefit from the dual interests of 
the associate professor of history at the 
University of Wisconsin-La Crosse who 
brings a keen, thoughtful and often amus- 
ing perspective to a topic at the forefront 
of governance today: the role of the bicy- 
cle on public roads. 

To the casual observer, the conflict that 
Longhurst dubs bike battles is a new one, 
emerging from a convergence of envi- 
ronment- and health-conscious cyclists 
growing in number and their presence on 
congested city streets. The casual observ- 
er, however, misses a lot. Bike battles go 
back to the early 19^^ century, when the 
invention of two-wheel transportation 
set off a continuing struggle that lands 
many cyclists in ditches, in morgues and 
in court. 

In 1879, a British cyclist was charged 
and convicted with “driving furiously” 
— not the first documented incidence of 
road rage, but “riding a bicycle on a high- 
way at a furious pace.” Then came legal 
tussles over whether a bicycle was to 


be considered a vehicle 
(yes, it was), whether or 
not U.S. states could ban 
them from public roads 
and private roads (many 
states and cities did) and 
whether a cyclist could 
be accountable if his 
chosen method of trans- 
portation frightened a 
horse, causing an acci- 
dent that injured a person 
(depends). 

With generous detail, 
Longhurst builds on the 
early legal battles of “the 
first golden age of Amer- 
ican cycling” before 
vaulting into the changes wrought by 
the golden age of the automobile, which 
ultimately transformed bicycles from a 
pastime of patricians (a Chicago news- 
paper reported bicycling news under the 
heading “polite athletics” and its early 
devotees were typically male elites) to 
something that only children and strange- 
ly clad professional athletes did. 

Along the way, he meanders down 
fascinating corridors of policy, such as 
the occasional efforts to tax bicyclists 
and bikes, bicycle rationing in wartime, 
the early perception of salaciousness in 
women who dared to ride. (An endur- 
ing song, “Daisy Bell,” written in 1892, 
is remembered for its lyrics “You’ll look 
sweet, upon the seat, of a bicycle built 
for two” but also had lines about Daisy’s 
suitor looking forward to taking her rid- 
ing, “as man and wife, when the road’s 
dark” where there are no policemen or 
lamps.) 

Bill Cosby, of all people, shares cred- 
it for the resurgence of bicycles among 


adults. The recently controversial come- 
dian in 1974 narrated an educational film 
titled “Bicycles Are Beautiful” in which 
he touted the wondrous benefits of bikes 
and bikeways, urging people to ride bikes 
because “Getting out in clean fresh air 
is good for your heart, your lungs, and 
your circulation, and your figure.” Bike 
“drivers,” he called them. Such pub- 
lic-relations efforts fueled a 1970s bike 
boom that also benefited from new tech- 
nologies in the production of bikes, such 
as the development of what came to be 
known as the “10-speed”; the energy 
crisis; and an overall interest in health. 
(The 1970s also gave us the first running 
boom.) An appetite for bike paths was 
not new — in the 1800s, cycling enthu- 
siasts lobbied for bike paths, then called 
“sidepaths” — but today’s increasingly 
sophisticated bike infrastructure had its 
beginnings when the Partridge Family 
was still on TV. 

“The road,” Longhurst maintains, “is a 
commons.” And that commons is “based 
on thousands of years of tradition, law 
and legislation.” While the bike is back, it 
never really left, and when the driver of a 
car flips off a cyclist (or vice versa) he is 
re-enacting a scene that took place a hun- 
dred years ago between a wheelman and 
a wagon; and 500 years earlier, between 
a walker and a horse. “In the future, more 
than ever, we’ll need to share the road,” 
he concludes. 

Intelligent, relevant and enlightening. 
Bike Battles is what all history should 
be. The reader needn’t be a policy wonk 
or a cycling enthusiast to appreciate the 
lessons, and its array of old photographs 
and sketches (bike commuters in 1902, 
“high riders” in Boston in 1880) are 
delightful. All in all, it’s a worthy ride. A

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The one-time underdog Barden 
Bellas attempt to regain their first- 
class status after a performance 
hiccup as the gang from the first 
movie heads toward graduation in 
Pitch Perfect 2, an unnecessary but 
fun and deeply satisfying sequel. 

As you might vaguely recall from the 
opening of the first movie, most of the Bel- 
las left the group after its leader, Aubrey 
(Anna Camp), blew chunks during a per- 
formance. So the new gang, led by Beca 
(Anna Kendrick), were all freshmen and 
now they are all seniors, including Chloe 
(Brittany Snow), who was Aubrey’s co- 
captain type and purposefully failed a class 
three times in a row to stay in college and 
stay a Bella. 

As the movie opens, the Bellas are on 
their victory tour after three years of cham- 
pionships, which includes a performance 
for President Obama’s birthday. Their per- 
formance, full of possibly over-the-top 
choreography, comes to an end when Fat 
Amy (Rebel Wilson) has a “down under” 
exposing wardrobe malfunction during 
“Wrecking Ball.” As a result of the ensu- 
ing national media coverage — much of 
which is shocked to find that competitive 
collegiate a capella is, in fact, a thing — the 
Bellas are suspended and forbidden to audi- 
tion new members. Their only chance at the 
group’s existence beyond the current school 
year is if they win the world championship 
scheduled for shortly after graduation. 

Though it’s a long shot, the group, driv- 
en by the obsessive Chloe, decides to go for 
it and even has one new freshman mem- 
ber, Emily (Hailee Steinfeld), who is a 
legacy and therefore allowed in through a 
loophole. Meanwhile, though, other mem- 


bers are considering life after college and 
the Bellas. Beca, always dreaming of being 
a music producer, has an internship at a 
record label. She keeps this information 
from the rest of the group — though not 
from Jesse (Skylar Astin), her love interest 
from the first movie and still her steady — 
afraid that they will find her disloyal. There 
are other love stories — Fat Amy and Bum- 
per (Adam DeVine), Emily and Benji (Ben 
Platt) — and there is a villain in the form 
of the German team that the Bellas will 
ultimately have to face at the worlds. Das 
Sound Machine, who all look like back-up 
dancers from the “Sprockets” sketches on 
Saturday Night Live, have militaristically 
choreographed, bombastic performances 
that Chloe and the other Bellas don’t think 
they’ll be able to match. 

Love stories, Beca’s professional woes 
(she becomes afraid that maybe all she has 
are mash-ups, no individual voice), Emily’s 
desire to fit in and be recognized for her own 


merits (not just as a legacy) — I’ll be hon- 
est, none of these stories needs to be told. 
There wasn’t some great narrative question 
left over from the last movie that this mov- 
ie answers. While the last movie had a very 
traditional dance/cheerleader/sports mov- 
ie formula, this movie takes one step to the 
side, focusing more on absurdity and goofi- 
ness. And, as much as I never thought “what 
Pitch Perfect could have used is more of a 
Loony Tunes vibe,” I’m kind of OK with it. 
(I saw some interview about the film where 
somebody said the movie’s director, Eliz- 
abeth Banks — who also reprises her role 
as the a capella announcer — wanted more 
physical comedy in the film. Uhm, mis- 
sion accomplished? But why?) Compared 
to the first movie, this has more of a sec- 
ond-tier feel to it. It’s not a movie I’d watch 
over and over (as I did with Pitch Perfect 
when I watched it about half a dozen times 
around Christmas a few years back) but one 
I’ll probably watch for a bit when I flip to it 


on basic cable a year from now. However, 
I still felt that sense of (pun intended) glee 
while watching the girls sing 1990s hip-hop 
or watching one sweetheart woo anoth- 
er with “We Belong.” There is a sweetness 
about this movie that makes it endearing 
despite its flaws and a charm in how even 
its goofier moments play out that makes it 
fun to spend time with. 

Pitch Perfect 2 might not hang together 
as one cohesive story quite as well or use 
its actors with as much precision as the first 
movie, but it is still a joyful two hours in 
the theater. B+ 

Rated PG-13 for innuendo and language. 
Directed by Elizabeth Banks and written by 
Kay Cannon (from characters by Mickey 
Rapkin), Pitch Perfect 2 is an hour and 55 
minutes long and distributed by Universal 
Pictures. 

Mad Max: Fury Road (R) 

Driven nearly insane by the loss 
of civilization and his loved ones, 
one man becomes tangled up in 
the escape of a group of women 
from a warlord in Mad Max: Fury 
Road, a visually stunning dystopian 
adventure. 

How visually stunning? So visually stun- 
ning that I was nearly halfway through the 
movie before I realized that what I was 
watching was essentially a B-movie with 
A-movie production value. 

The movie might be named after Max 
Rockatansky (Tom Hardy), a former cop 
who is haunted by hallucinations of his 
children and others he couldn’t save from 
the horrors of the post-calamity world, but 
its true star is Imperator Furiosa (Charlize 
Theron), the one-armed tanker-truck driv- 
er for the warlord Immortan Joe (Hugh 
Keays-Byme), a guy whose power comes

Though told via social 
media, this horror story has 
a very classic — and far too 
basic and unscary — struc- 
ture that pits a group of 
friends against each oth- 
er while a scary something 
picks them off one by one.

from his control of an aquifer and all its 
water. Also, a good ehunk of his faee is 
obseured by a skull-shaped breathing appa- 
ratus that makes him look extra terrifying. 

Furiosa’s job is to drive a huge tanker of, 
I think, water to trade for, I think, gasoline 
with a neighboring warlord. But on this 
partieular day, she swerves off the road and 
heads for some unknown loeation. When 
he realizes he’s been betrayed, Joe looks 
in on his eolleetion of wives/baby-making 
slaves and realizes that Furiosa has taken 
them. (Messages left on the wall of their 
room — “We are not things” and another 
about their babies not being warlords — 
make it elear that the “wives” didn’t have 
mueh say about their “marriages” to Joe.) 

Joe sends his white-powdered War Boys 
and War Pups (I have no real idea what the 
differenee is) after Furiosa, one of whom — 
Nux (Nieholas Hoult) — brings along his 
blood bag. That is to say, he brings along 
Max, who has been eaptured by Joe’s men 
and is being used as a living blood donor 
for Nux, who has some sort of health prob- 
lem that I don’t understand. Muzzled with 
a vaguely Bane-like, hand-rake implement. 
Max is tied, hood-ornament-style, to the 
front of Nux’s ear. Nux wants to find glory 
bringing baek Joe’s wives (or dying just as 
gloriously in the attempt). For Max, how- 
ever, the exeursion offers the opportunity 
for eseape. 

Despite some initial distrust. Max even- 
tually joins Furiosa in her raee to get the 
women to a “green plaee” where she thinks 
they’ll find safety for themselves and the 
babies many of them are earrying. Of 
eourse, this being the dust-eovered end of 
the world, dangers lurk at every turn. 

Or, really, just the one danger over and 
over again of different but very similar 
groups somehow aligned with Joe looking 
to stop Furiosa and eapture the wives. Most 
of the eseape takes plaee in Furiosa’s trae- 
tor-trailer, so most of the battles are of the 
ear ehase variety, with the spiky, ear-part- 
welded-to-ear-part Franken-vehieles of the 
various bad guys flipping over, exploding 


and running into stuff as needed and lots 
of people, good and bad, hanging off and 
elimbing all over ears and tmeks of various 
sizes. Fm not going to argue this isn’t fun 

— partieularly when set against the orange 
desert landseape, oeeasionally broken up by 
terrifying-looking dust storms and ereepy 
fog-filled mud pit-like landseapes. But “ear 
ehase” is at least 75 pereent of this movie. 

Pretty mueh 85 pereent of this mov- 
ie is either dialogue-free, full of dialogue 
that doesn’t aetually tell us anything we 
eouldn’t already have guessed from the 
eontext or in some way unintelligible (is it 
the aeeents and dystopie slang? the sound 
effeets? the seore? beats me, but there 
were eonversations where, like using my 
high sehool Spanish to wateh a telenove- 
la, I was only getting a word or two per 
sentenee). The dialogue that does matter 
and make sense doesn’t make you wish 
for more — it was probably during one of 
the talkier seenes that I realized how mini- 
mally important the aeting is to this movie. 
Theron — who, as I said, is at the eenter 
of this movie’s plot and its emotional een- 
ter as well — is eertainly working hard. 
She’s doing, I don’t know, things, emo- 
tive things. She is giving 125 pereent in a 
role that requires, maybe, 60 pereent, so 
her fieree, “for your Osear eonsideration” 
performanee feels a little out of plaee. But 
still, props. 

I didn’t hate Mad Max: Fury Road (and, 
I should say, I don’t have any partieular 
preexisting feelings about this franehise 

— if Fve ever seen one of the previous 
Mad Max films in its entirety, I no lon- 
ger remember). But I also found myself 
wondering what the point of the movie 
was, beyond seenes of pretty or otherwise 
visually striking desolation and grandiose 
seoring. B-

Going south 

Comic does hometown show ahead of big tour

“You should be a comedian” are words 
that spur many a class clown to try tell- 
ing jokes to an audience. Jay Chanoine 
claims in his case the opposite’s true 
— most chuckled at the idea of him 
becoming a comic. 

“I wasn’t a popular kid, I was kind of 
awkward,” he recalled in a recent phone 
interview. “It was more me telling peo- 
ple that this is something I am going to 
do professionally and kind of getting 
the response of, ‘Cool, whatever, move 
along’ — no one cared.” 

Despite the eh factor, Chanoine stayed 
single-minded about standup. 

“I was very young and found out this 
was a job you could have ... it kind of 
blew my mind,” he said. 

In 2009 he took the plunge. In six years, 
he’s built a following at showcases and 
open mikes from Concord to the Seacoast 
with a cranky, self-deprecating shtick. 

Chanoine reached a personal mile- 
stone this year with the release of his first 
CD. The title, playing on the similarity 
of his last name and the Quiet Riot song, 
is Come On Feel Chanoine. Working in 
front of an enthusiastic hometown crowd 
at Manchester’s Shaskeen Pub, the com- 
ic is firing on all cylinders, ranting about 
pop culture, rock music and his some- 
times confused masculinity. 

On “Hot For Teacher,” Chanoine dis- 
cusses sharing his speech expertise with 
a college class taught by his wife. 

“It’s a cool idea — we’re comedians 
using the basics to talk to people all the

time,” he said. “But what’s cooler than 
that is watching an entire roomful of stu- 
dents realize they’re paying thousands of 
dollars to get public speaking tips from a 
high-school dropout.” 

Much of his material is edgy. Punk 
comic/impresario JT Habersaat, however, 
loved his stuff and last year invited Cha- 
noine on some East Coast dates for his 
Altercation Comedy Tour. 

“JT was coming to the Halligan [a Der- 
ry venue where he frequently works] and 
the people who were on that said, ‘Punk 
rock comedy? Yeah, we got a guy,”’ Cha- 
noine said. “I did a feature for him there, 
and last year we went all the way to Penn- 
sylvania and back.” 

It went so well that Habersaat asked 
him to venture further out. Following a 
send-off show on May 27, Chanoine will 
head to the Deep South for an extended 
run with the Altercation Tour. 

“Texas to Louisiana, the furthest out 
of my comfort zone that I’ve ever per- 
formed, and the furthest from the East 
Coast I’ve ever been,” he said. “I’m 


excited about places like Austin and New 
Orleans . . . but there’s also Oklahoma and 
Mississippi. I don’t know what to expect 
there.” 

Habersaat was helpful in what could 
turn out to be an even more vital way. 
Last fall, the comic got a pre-release copy 
of Chanoine ’s CD into the hands of Dan 
Schlissel, owner Stand Up! Records. The 
legendary label is home to many iconic 
comedians; 16 years ago, its first signing 
was Lewis Black. Though there’s no deal 
yet, “I’m on his radar, and when I have 
more, he wants to hear it,” said Chanoine. 
“That is so cool, just to know that that 
person was listening to me.” 

Honing his craft and developing new 
material for another record occasional- 
ly finds Chanoine doing the Elm Street 
dash — sets at two comedy events run- 
ning simultaneously Wednesday nights in 
Manchester. Each has its own appeal. 

“They are different shows and there 
is room for both of them,” he said. “But 
Laugh Free or Die [at Murphy’s] is an 
open mike and that’s where, as long as 
there is room on the list, anyone can 
get a spot ... if you’re working on new 
stuff. The Shaskeen has more of a show- 
case thing going on, with a headliner and 
features.” 

Chanoine books plenty of shows 
throughout the region. The interview took 
place as he readied for an appearance in 
Maine that included Boston comics Mike 
Molloy and Greg Boggis. His current act 
blends old and new material, and while 
he’s thinking about a follow-up to Come 
On Feel Chanoine, he finds time to savor 
the achievement of making an album. 

“I have my ‘hour’ — that, I can be 
proud of, and it’s definitely added to the 
feeling of accomplishment,” he said. “It’s 
something I thought about and said I was 
going to do, and I did it with friends. I 
really feel like I made the thing that I 
wanted to make.” A

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Ironies 

• “The ancient art of yoga is supposed to 
offer a path to inner peace,” wrote the Wall 
Street Journal in February before launching 
into a report on how many yoga classes these 
days are so crowded that inner peace-seek- 
ers are more likely than ever either to seethe 
throughout their session or to openly confront 
floor-hoggers. Explained one coach, “People 
who are practicing yoga want Zen; they don’t 
already have it.” 

• Joseph Forren, 2 1 , with a . 1 72 blood alco- 
hol level, plowed into a pickup tmck in April 
in Trumbull, Connecticut (though with no 
serious injuries). Police said Forren’s cell- 
phone on the seat still displayed a current text 
message, “Don’t drink and drive ... Dad.” 

• According to police records released in 
April, Mila Dago (now 24 and awaiting trial 
for DUI manslaughter) was trading sarcas- 
tic texts with her ex-boyfriend that night in 
August 2013 while barhopping (later, reg- 
istering .178 blood alcohol), and as she ran 
a red light, smashed into a pickup tmck, 
injuring herself badly and her friend in the 
passenger seat fatally. According to the police 
report, her last text to the ex-boyfriend (three 
minutes earlier) was “Driving dmnk woo. ... 
Eli be dead thanks to you.” 

• The Indian Journal of Dermatology 
announced in April that it was withdrawing 
a recent scientific paper by a dentist in Ker- 
ala state, “Development of a Guideline to 
Approach Plagiarism in Indian Scenarios,” 
because parts of the article had been plagia- 
rized from a student dissertation. 

• Low voter turnout in non-presidential 
election years is increasingly problematic in 
easily distracted Los TAngeles, but the issue 
was specifically addressed by campaigners in 
the March 3 city council elections which, of 
course, only about 9 percent of registered vot- 
ers cast ballots in. 

Suspicions confirmed 

• In New York City, someone can be fired 
for being “too nice.” Doorman Ralph Body, 
41, was dismissed from his job at an upscale 
New York City apartment building because 
he did too many favors for tenants, accord- 
ing to an April New York Post report. Body 
said he “gave his life” to the residents at the 
“27 on 27th” tower in Queens, but “upper 
management” thought such extra kindnesses 
violated building policy and ordered his dis- 
missal despite a tenant petition. 

• When the chief auditor for Hartford, 
Connecticut, finally got around to checking 
the finances of the police shooting range, he 
found that the range supervisor had bought 

485.000 bullets per year but was using only 

180.000 and had no paperwork on where the 
other bullets went. (In one instance, the super- 
visor acknowledged having bought 94,500 
rounds of .45 -caliber ammo two years after 
the department had stopped using .45 s and 


switched to .40-caliber weapons but his sto- 
ry was that he needed .45 -caliber bullets so he 
could trade them for .40s.) 

New World order 

Millions of sports fans “draft” their own 
fantasy sports teams and even the bass-fish- 
ing tournament circuit has its fantasy league, 
where fans select anglers good at exploiting 
choice spots on the lakes. In March, Alaska 
Dispatch News reported that, for the fourth 
straight year, there would be an Iditarod Fan- 
tasy League, with a “salary cap” of “$27,000” 
to pick seven mushers with the best chanc- 
es to push their dogs to victory, with all-stars 
going for around $6,000 and promising rook- 
ies selling for much less. 

Compelling explanations 

Alfred Guercio, 54, was arrested in Burns- 
ville, Minnesota, in March after forcibly 
entering a neighbor’s home and swiping a 
knife set that he had given the woman as a 
Christmas gift. He told the woman, and police, 
that he was taking the gift back, because the 
woman failed to appreciate it enough. 

Fine points of the law 

John Deere became the most recent com- 
pany in America to claim that, though a buyer 
may have paid in full for a device, he may not 
actually “own” it. Deere claims that because 
its tractors mn on sophisticated computer 
programs, the ostensible owner of the tractor 
cannot “tamper” with that software without 
Deere’s permission even to repair a defect or 
to customize its operation. Already, tradition- 
al movie videos may come with restrictions 
on copying, but the Deere case, according to 
an April report on Wired.com, might extend 


the principle to machinery not traditionally 
subject to copyright law. 

What a great country 

There’s hardly a more “generic” song in 
America than “Happy Birthday to You,” 
but to this day (until a judge renders a deci- 
sion in a pending case), Wamer/Chappel 
Music is still trying to make big dollars off 
of the 16-word ditty (15 original words plus 
a user-supplied 16th). Its original copyright 
should have expired, at the latest, in 1921, but 
amendments to the law and technicalities in 
interpretation (e.g., did the copyright cover 
all public uses or just piano arrangements?) 
bring Warner at least $2 million a year in 
fees. A federal judge in California is expect- 
ed to mle soon on whether the song is in fact 
uncopyrightably “generic” 125 years after the 
Hill sisters (Mildred and Patty) composed it. 

A News of the Weird classic 

“You’re not going to like this,” warned 
NPR’s Robert Krulwich, about to deliv- 
er a February (2011) story about visionary 
robotics developers James Auger and Jimmy 
Louizeau, who created a carnivorous clock, 
supposedly able to power itself for 12 days 
merely on the carcasses of 12 dead house- 
flies (which the clock traps with flypaper and 
then mechanically razors in two). The pair 
also showed a prototype of a coffee table that 
catches mice by luring them up the table legs 
with cheese into a hole in the center, where 
they are guillotined. Auger and Louizeau 
said their creations are just extensions of TV 
nature programs showing animals hunting in 
the wild, but Krulwich fretted about the dan- 
gers inherent in “giving robots a taste for
